With its friends fighting bitterly ev- 
ery amendment and substitute to the 
Sheppard child labor bill as passed in 
the house, the bill was carried in the 
senate yesterday afternoon by a vote 
of 24 to 15 after being stripped of many 
important provisions whitch its ad- 
herents had advocated. 

It seems inevitable that the house 
will refuse to concur in the amend- 
ments to the bill as adopted in the sen-

Government Aid Necessary 
to Save Cotton Planters in 

- the South, Say Speakers in 
Big Meeting. 


meeting was held 
Tuesday night on the floor of the 
house of representatives to discuss 
ways and means of protecting the 
Georgia and southern planter against 
demoralization of prices due to the 
Eropean war. The meeting was call- 
ed by a resolution introduced in the 
house of representatives by Mr. Kim- 
brough, of Harris, inviting the execu- 
tive and legislative departments of 
the state and the various chambers of 
commerce of Georgia to meet and de- 
vise Some way of relief to the farm- 
ers. 

Mr. Kimbrough, who presided over 
the meeting, stated that in his opinion 
something would have to be done im- 
mediately or the cotton planters in 
this state would be ruined, and the 
merchants who had been supplying 
them on credit would likewise suf- 
fer. He said, that after investigating 
the matter thoroughly, the only hope 
he saw waé& for the national govern- 
ment to supply -the small country 
banks with sufficient funds to allow 
them to make adequate loans on the 
crops. He said that the farmers must 
pull together and that the state and 
national government must co-operate 
to help them.

ate and a long and acrimonious fight 
is anticipated in the conference com- 
mittees which will be appointed from 
both branches of the legislature if the 
house refuses to concur in these amend- 
ments. 

Probably the greatest blow to the 
supporters of the bill was the adoption 
of the amendment of Senator Elkins, 
of the fifteenth, which inserts the 
clause exempting children less than 14 
years of age who are children of wid- 
owed mothers or are orphans depend- 
ent upon their own labor for liveli- 
hood. The children of indigent fathers 
are not exempt by the provisions of 
this amendment, as they are now under 
the existing law. Certificates to these 
children to the effect that they are 
subject to the above conditions will 
have to be issued by a board of county 
authorities and renewed every six 
months. 

Loophole Is Claimed. 


It is claimed by the advocates of the 
measure that this amendment will of- 
fer a loophole to many children for} 
working in the mills and will defeat |! 
the purpose of the bill in keeping all | 
children less than 14 years of age, re- |

Mr. Nevil 
said that if the government would ar- 
range to advance to the farmers, on 
warehouse certificates, about three- 
fourths of the value of the cotton 
storéd in warehouses it would relieve 
the situation. 

G. “Harrell, of Decatur county, 
advocated co-operation of the farmers 
with the cotton mill owners, fertilizer 
and seed dealers, merchants and oth- 
ers with whom it is customary for the 
planter to deal on credit, for their mu- 
tual protection. He also stated that 
steps would have to be taken im- 
mediately to save the cotton planter 
of this state. 

Representative J. W. Reiser, of Ef- 
fingham county, agreed with the 
other speakers. He said that if the 
national government would provide 
sufficient funds to take care of at 
least 10,000,000 bales of cotton at 10 
cents per pound the distressing situa- 
tion would be relieved. This, he said, 
would take about $500,000,000. 


Must Have Financial Aid. 


J. T. Lane, of Decatur county, said 
that the Georgia planter absolutely 
had to have financial aid within the 
next thirty or sixty days. He stated 
that the only way this help could 
come would be through the local 
banks from the national government, 
the banks to advance $40 per bale on 
cotton when warehoused and insured 
and held until a fair price could be 
obtained. He said that he considered 
a fair price to be 12 cents per pound

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FEDERAL FORCES 
AVE EVACUATED 
MEXICAN CAPITAL 


Mexico City Left in Charge 

of Municipal Police, Who 
Are to Be Regarded as 
Neutral. 


FORCES OF CARRANZA 
WILL SOON ENTER CITY 


Commission Sent to the 
Constitutionalist Chief to 
Arrange Details — Carba- 
jal Will Take Refuge at 
Vera Cruz. 


Washington, August 11.—The peace- 
ful transfer of the Mexico City govern- 
ment from the Carbajal administration 
to the constitutionalists actually be- 
gan today, according to advices to the 
state department from Consul Silliman, 
now en route to the capital with Gen- 
eral Carranza. 

The Consul said federal troops 
evacuated the capital, leaving the city 
in charge of municipal police, who by 
agreement were to be regarded as 
neutral. The federals withdrew to a 
nearby point, there to await an an- 
nouncement of amnesty from General 
Carranza. Should guarantees be re- 
fused, officials here do not doubt that 
an immediate counter revolution will 
be set in motion. ; 

To Arrange for Rebel Enatry. 

The Brazilian minister to Mexico, 
who is caring for American interests, 
Governor Iturbide, of the Mexican fed- 
eral district, and a commission of two 
others left today for Tula, north of 
Mexico City, where General Obregon, 
commander of one of the three big 
constitutionalist army divisions, has 
headquarters. General Carranza is ex- 
pected to go there immediately. The 
commission is endeavoring to arrange 
detail of the constitutionalist entry. 

No definite word has been received 
here up to late today as to Provisional 
President Carbajal, but it was under- 
stood he would leave the capital for 
Vera Cruz within twenty-four hours. 

With the constitutionalist entry into 
Mexico City the question of recogni- 
tion for the new government will con- 
front Washington. There is every rea- 
son to believe it will be withheld un- 
til there is an election, or political 
convention, at which there is some ex- 
pression of the attitude of the people 
toward the new government. 

Disquieting Rumors About Villa. 

Disquieting advices again are com- 
ing from reliable sources that General 
Villa will not obey Carranza’s orders 
to march south, but will remain in the 
north and demand a convention of rep- 
resentatives of the army as agreed to 
in the Torreon conference. Should 
Carranza refuse this, a new revolution 
in the north would not surprise many 
high officials here. 

Secretary Bryan’s attention was 
drawn by the Japanese ambassador to- 
day to a report that the honorary Jap- 
anese vice consul at Manzanillo, a 
Mexican, had been arrested by the con- 
stitutionalists. Secretary Bryan sent a 
message of inquiry to American Con- 
sul Silliman. ; 

In the same message was an instruc- 
tion to secure the safety of the 200 
Japanese in the City of Mexico when 
the constitutionalists oocupy the cap- 
ital. 

Federal Officers Executed. 

On Board U. 8S. 8. California, Mazat- 
lan, Mexico, August 10.—(Delayed in 
transmission.)—The evacuation of 
Mazatlan by the federal garrison and 
its occupation by the constitutionalists 
tonight was complete. Fifteen federal 
officers and two volunteers were ex- 
ecuted, in the presence of all the fed- 
eral prisoners assembled at the cus- 
toms house. One of the doomed men 
was given time in which to compose a 
letter to his wife. The bodies were 
left all day in the sun where they fell. 

The city is quiet. ‘There was no 
looting. 

American navy surgeons on board 
the California turned over the ship's 
hospital department to wounded con- 
stitutionalists and lent their  profes- 
sional services. 

Villa Would Be Church Head. 

Pittsburg, August 11.—An investiga- 
tion by the Carnegie peace commis- 
sion of alleged atrocities and misdeeds 
being inflicted on nuns in Mexico by; 
General Francisco Villa was advocated 
today by delegates to the convention of 
the German Catholic Central Verein.

German Submarine Blinded 
By British Cruiser’s Shot 
And Then Sent to Bottom 


Eye-Witness Tells Story of 
the Naval Battle Between 
the Cruisers of Britain and 
the German: Submarines. 


Edinburg, August 12.—The Scotsman 
today prints the story of an eye-witness 
of the naval battle between British 
cruisers and German submarines in 
which the submarine U-15 was lost. 

“The cruiser squadron on Sunday,” 
the story runs, “suddenly became aware 
of the approach of the submarine flo- 
tilla. The enemy was submerged, only 


the periscopes showing. The attitude 
of the British in the face of this attack 
was cool and the enemy was utterly 


misled when suddenly the cruiser Bir- 


mingham, steaming at full speed, fired 
the first shot. This shot was carefully 


| aimed, not at the submerged body of the 


submarine, but at the thin line of the 
periscope. 

“The gunnery was superbly accurate 
and shattered the periscope. Theréupon 
the submarine, a blinded thing, 
rushed along under water in imminent 
danger of self-destruction from col- 
lision with the cruisers above. 

“The sightless submarine then was 
forced to come to the surface, where- 
upon the Birmingham’s gunner fired the 
second shot of the fight. This shot 
struck at the base of the conning 
tower, ripping the whole of the upper 
structure clean and the U-18 sank like 
a stone,

NEW TAXES NEEDED 
OWING TO THE WA 


Additional Revenue Legis- 
lation to Be Passed by Con- 
gress—Revenue From Im- 


ports Cut Off. 


Washington, August 11.—Administra- 
tion leaders have concluded that addi- 
tional revenue legislation will be need- 
ed to offset the loss of government 
tariff duties, caused by the cutting 
off of European shipments by the war. 
Majority Leader Underwood said today 


he would confer with Secretary of the 
Treasury McAdoo when the latter. re- 
turns to Washington Thursday con- 
cerning plans and the amounts neces- 
sary to be raised. 

The ways and means committee, 
which has charge of all revenue leg- 
islation, already has called upon the 
treasury department for a detailed 
statement of the condition of the 
treasury and the situation as 
to reduced import taxes. It was es- 
timated today that legislation would be 
framed which would contemplate. a 
“war tax” of approximately $100,000,- 
000. While no definite plans have been 
determined, it is expected that the tax 
will take the shape of a stamp impost 
on malt and spirituous liquors, although 
an increased import duty on tea and 
coffee may be considered. 

In order that revenue legislation 
might have the right of way whenever 
it becomes necessary, the house today 
wrote into a special rule giving con- 
servation legislation precedence, a 
clause exempting revenue legislation. 


MARINE RECIMENT 
T0 SAN DOMINGO. 


President Wilson Proposes 
to Enforce His Peace Plan 
by Arms if Necessary. 
Disorder Must End, 


Washington, August 11.—A full regi- 
ment of American marines, tn addition 
to the gunboats Castine and Marietta, 
will lend weight to President Wilson's 
peace plan which a special commission 
now en route to Santo Domingo City is 
to lay before the Dominican Repuwb- 
lic’s warring factions. 

Secretary Daniels today ordered the 
transport Hancock with the Fifth Ma- 
rine regiment from Guantanamo, Cuba, 
to Santo Domingo City, where she 
should arrive late tomorrow. The gun- 
boats already are there. 

No orders for landing the marines 
have been given. Their presence in 
the harbor, however, is expected to be 
a warning to the Dominicans that the 
United States is determined that rev- 
olutionary disturbances on the island 
must end,

left Havana yesterday for Santo Do- 
mingo City via Santiago.

London, August 12.—(3:10 a. m.)— 
Two salient points emerge from the lat- 
est news of the great war. 

The first and most striking is what 
is described here as “the silent vic- 
tory.” This applies to the fact that 
the North sea, over which almost abso- 
lute silence has brooded so long, is now 
open to shipping without serious dan- 
ger. Steamship services from Den- 
mark to London and from New Castle 
to Norway are being resumed, while 
steamship services between the Hook 
of Holland and Harwich have suffered 
no interruption. 

These facts, in the opinion of au- 
thorities here, imply that the German 
fleet for the time being is held safely 
in check. The second point is that 
the French have been obliged to evacu- 
ate Muelhausen and occupy new posi- 
tions outside the town. 

According to German reports this 
was the first important battle of the 
campaign and the French, who had 
55.000 men, suffered a serious check. 

In Belgium the position shows little 
change. A great battle is expected 
somewhere on the line between 
Thionvilleand Liege'between the Ger- 
mans, the French and Belgians. It is 
thought probable it will occur within

German Fleet Held in Check: 
French Checked at Muelhausen 


and are reported to have captured a 
railway station 24 miles from Liege. 
Outpost affairs of no great import- 
ance are reported at numerous fron- 
tier points of the many nations en- 
gaged in the war, but except in Bel- 
giumon great battle is likely for some 
time to come, as the respective armies 
are still engaged behind these cover- 
ing actions in the work of concentra- 
tion on the frontiers. 

In the naval sphere there is no news 
except a report that the elusive Ger- 
man cruisers Goeben and Breslau have 
reached the Dardanelles, where in ac- 
cordance with international law they 
will be dismantled and interned until 
the war is ended. Should this news be 
confirmed it will be a great step to- 
ward the safety of British and French 
shipping in the Mediterranean. 

In the political sphere are two inter- 
esting items. According to the Cologne 
Gazette Rumania has joined the triple 
alliance and will invade Servia. It is 
reported from Cettinje that the Servian 
and Montenegrin arms have effected a 
junction at Plevije (Tashlija), 157 miles 
from Novibazar, where they are await- 
ing the result of the revolutionary 
campaigns in Bosnia, which they hope 
will facilitate their occupation of that 
country. 


Paris, August 12.—(12:30 a. m.)—The 
French troops along the entire front 
are in contact with the Germans. At 
Mangiennes, nodtheast of Verdun, the 
Germans attacked the French Monday 
night. The French, reinforced by re- 
serves, then took the offensive and re- 
pulsed the Germans with considerable 
losses. A German battery was destroy- 
ed by the French artillery fire, and an- 
other was captured, with three gatling 
guns and ammunition. 

A regiment of German cavalry suf- 
fered seriously. Near Monecel, a Ger- 
man battalion, with artillery, was re- 
pulsed. The German losses are said to 
have been heavy.

Before this attack the commander 
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of the French troops had quit Muel- 
hausen and assembled his troops in the 
rear of the town. He quickly placed 


his forces in a fighting line and stop-. 


ped the advance of the Germans, who, 
according to French reports, were su- 
perior in number. 


The actions of the French are dé- 
-clared to have been brilliant and it 
is claimed that they remain masters 
of northern Alsace. There have been 
numerous movements of German troops 
toward Morhange, twenty miles south- 
east of Metz, and in the region of 
Blamont in Meurthe-Et-Moselle.

“The silence of the western frontier 
following the brief but swift entry of 
small forces of French into Altkirch 
has been broken by the brilliant news 
of our first battle at Muelhausen, the 
Weissenberg of 1914. But this fig At 
was much more important than was 
that of Weissenburg in 1870 (when the 
Germans won their first important bat- 
tle of the Franco-Prussian war) con- 
sidering the number of combatants en- 
gaged. 

“We understand the French had three 
divisions of about 55,000 men. Two di- 
visions belonged to the Seventh army 
corps and also contained a portion of 
the Bensancon corps, whose members 
are among the elite of the French 
army. We do not know the extent of 
the artillery and cavalry engagement 
but we believe that the French in 
Muelhausen have seen a new idea of 
the value of Krupp guns.

German army, which takes fortresses 
by assault, would find themselves little 
troubled by such obstacles.

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WOMEN OF BELGIUM 
FIGHT THE INVADERS 


Armed With Revolvers, They 
Protect Factory From 
German Uhlans. 


Paris, August 11.—(Via London, .3:50. 
p. m.)—According to a special newspa- 
per dispatch the women workers in the 
Belgian national arms factory at 
Herstal, just outside of Liege, defended 
their village against the German at- 
tack. 

The men were away serving in the 
army and the women, according to the 
correspondent, swore that the German 
troops sheuld not take the factory. 
They armed themselves with revolvers 
and other weapons with which they 
repulsed several charges of the Ger- 
man Uhlans. When their ammunition 
was exhausted the women barricaded 
themselves in the houses, from which 
they poured boiling water on the Ger- 
man soldiers in the streets. The cor- 
respondent says 2,000 Germans were 
disabled by wounds or scalds. 

Children and old men shared in the 
defense of Herstal and on Friday the 
Belgian flag still floated from the fac- 
tory building.

It is reported that Prince William of 
Lippe and his son, who were killed, 
were charging at the head of 100 Ger- 
man soldiers. Their bodies were bur- 
ied near the fort. 

Among the spies captured in Belgium 
were four German officers wearing Bel- 
gian uniforms. One spy was disguised 
as a woman, another as a missionary 
and a third, who had a basketful of 
carrier pigeons, as a fisherman. 

Germans Are Reorganizing. 

With the exception of slight encount- 
ers between reconnoitering parties 
quiet preyailed today in Belgium. It 
was reported that the German troops 
appeared to be reorganizing in front of 
Liege, preparatory to beginning a fresh 
forward movement. Their advance 
guards are on the banks of the river 
Ourthe. 

General Joseph Joffre, French com- 
mander-in-chief, today sent a letter to 
the king of Belgium thanking his maj- 
esty for saluting the French army ina 
recent proclamation.

Reports That No Aliens 
May Be Allowed to Land 
_Causes Secretary Bryan to 
Lodge a Vigorous Protest. 


Washington, August 11.—Reports 
that Great Britain has forbidden the 
landing of all foreigners on her shores 
caused Secretary Bryan tonight to 
cable Ambassador Page instructions to 
investigate and if he finds the reports 
true, to lodge an urgent protest with 
the British foreign office.

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GARLINGTON HOLDS 
FLOOR OF THE HOUSE 


Several Local Senate Bills Are 
Killed While the Gentleman 
From Richmond Speaks. 


When the house adjourned vester- 
day afternoon it was in the midst of 
what was alleged to be a filibuster 
that has already resulted in the kill- 
ing of eight local senate bills and may 
result today in other bills being ‘de- 
feated. 


When the senate garnishment bill 


Was passed by the house by a vote 
of 117 to 24 Mr. Garlington, of Rich- 
mond, who opposed the bill, took the 
floor on a motion to reconsider and 
epoke until the hour of adjournment. 
It was charged that he was filibuster- 
ing, but this he denied, while con- 
tinuing to speak. He was asked to 
yield the floor in order that local 
senate bills could be read the second 
time, as this was the last session at 
which it could be done. He declined 
to yield the floor and when asked if 
he did not know that he was blocking 
important legislation, he replied that 
the committee on rules had had ample 
time to bring up all important bills 
and that the drastic garnishment law 
Was so cruel and unjust that its de- 
feat was worth all the rest of the 
Proposed legislation. 
Continues on Floor. 

If Mr. Garlington continues to hold 
the floor today the garnishment Dill 
will be defeated as it was amended 
by the house and will have to go back 
to the senate. In the meantime all 
other bills that have come from the 
senate to the house will be killed. 

When asked what his_ intentions 
were, Mr. Garlington replied that he 
had not decided what to do, but at 


» present he was on the floor and would 


be there when the house met Wed- 
nesday morning. As the legislature 
adjourns this evening sine die Mr. 
Garlington will have to remain on 
the floor only about five or six hours 
if he intends to filibuster. 

Immediately after the adjournment 
of. the house the rules committee met 
on a hurry call, and it was stated 
that some method would be adopted, if 
possible, to get Mr. Garlington off the 
floor. 

Provisions of Bill. 

The senate garnishment bill pro- 
vided that the wages of journeymen, 
mechanics and day laborers shall be 
subject to garnishment when the 
Wages are in excess of $1.25 a day and 
the amount subject to garnishment 
Shall not be in excess of half of the 
wages earned This was amended so 
as to make the law apply to all classes 
of wWage-earners earning more than 
$1.25 a day. 

There was more speaking on 
bill than on any in the house at 
this session. The debate was spirited 
and one of the best talks made against 
the bill was by Mr. Greene, of Hous- 
ton, who hag taken a very active part

The senate bill which makes it a 
misdemeanor for any person to give a 
check with no funds in the bank was 
passed by the house by a vote of 109 to 
27. A house amendment was adopted 
which carries the bill back to the sen- 
ate. 

There was a lively debate on the bill. 
Those speaking against it were Mr. 
Wohlwender, of Muscogee; Mr. Black- 
burn, of Fulton, and Mr. Wimberly, of 
Bibb. The speakers for the bill were 
Mr. Miller, of Bibb; Mr. Shuptrine, of 
Chatham: Mr. Greene, of Houston; Mr. 
Gower, of Crisp; Mr. Clarke, of Dough- 
erty; Mr. Jones, of Coweta, and Mr. 
Olive, of Richmond. Two attempts were 
made by Mr. Stone, of Taliaferro, which 
failed. 

The bill as amended provides that it 
shall be a misdemeanor for any per- 
son to draw, or utter any check, draft 
or order on a bank where there are 
no funds, provided the drawer shall 
have 30 days in which to make the 
check good and before prosecution be- 
gins. The 30-day limit was an amend- 
ment offered by Mr. Gower, of Crisp, 
and will have to be acted upon by the 
senate. The bill was introduced in the 
senate by Senator Huie, of the Thirty- 
fifth district. 

As soon as the bill was passed a mo- 
tion to reconsider was made by Mr. 
W ohlwender, of Muscogee, and this mo- 
tion was lost by a vote of 79 to 31. The 
bill was advocated and urged by the 
Retail Merchants’ association of Geor- 
g@ia. 

Judges Bill Defeated. 


The senate bill providing for the ro- 
tation of the superior court judges was 
defeated by a vote of 69 ayes and 78 
noes. 

The bill provides that the judges of 
the superior courts shall preside in all 
the circuits, the rotation schedule be- 
ing arranged once a year Dy the su- 
preme court judges. Under a provision 
of the bill no judge shall preside in any 
one circuit oftener than once every 
four years.

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A MENACE TO THE SOUTH. 


Leading southern newspapers are com- 
menting upon the menace to southern de- 
velopment in certain features of the so- 
called Rayburn railroad securities bill now 
pending in congress, and urging such modi- 
fication of it as will at least not interfere 
with railroad extensions to southern agri- 
cultural fields, to southern mines and to 
new southern industries. 

They very properly take the position 
that there should be such careful super- 
visory regulation of railroad security issues 
as would not only insure the use of their 
proceeds for legitimate purposes, but for 
the specific legitimate purposes for which 
the particular securities were issued. They 
hold, however, that that is as far as the 
law should go, and they emphatically de- 
plore a proposed legislative plan, which 
would not only require interstate commerce 
commission investigation of every brief 
railroad extension to a new town, a new 
mine or a new industry, with all its conse- 
quent delays, but which would afford oppor- 
tunity to one state to oppose and even pre- 
vent such development in another. 

“It doesn’t require argument to show 
that these features of the Rayburn bill are 
altogether bad,”’ says The Savannah Morn- 
ing News, while The Montgomery Adver- 
tiser declares, “It is possible that the meas- 
ure may prohibit railroad building where 
railroads are most needed in the south.” 
These are two of the several leading south- 
ern dailies which have entered similar em- 
phatic protest, not to railroad regulation, 
but to what will amount to prohibition 
against railroad extension in those sections 
Where it is most important that it should 
be encouraged. 

The Constitution has already called at- 
tention to the drastic provisions of this 
measure which would give the railroad com- 
mission of Virginia, for instance, the right 
to oppose and interfere with the construc- 
tion by the Southern railway of a short 
line connection to a new Georgia town; 
or the railroad commission of South Caro- 
lina the right similarly to prevent the build- 
ing by the Seaboard of an extension to an 
Alabama coal mine. Such a connection or 
extension might be imperatively needed to 
meet the demands of traffic, as soon as its 
rails could be laid; and yet, perchance, the 
interstate commerce commission, with hun- 
dreds of matters of this and other sorts 
on its hands, would not reach a decision 
under a year. 

These are things which southern sena- 
tors and representatives in congress should 
think carefully about when the development 
of growing, but as yet undeveloped, terri- 
tory is involved. As it is abhorrent to 
law to punish one man for another’s crime, 
it should be held equally contrary to prin- 
ciples of justice and equity to make the 
undeveloped south and west pay the penalty 
of the New Haven deal with which neither 
of these sections nor their people were even 
remotely connected. 


A WOMAN’S NOBLE WORK. 


We present elsewhere on this page to- 
day an interesting communication from Mrs. 
John D. Hammond, of Augusta, wife of one 
of the most eminent Methodist ministers of 
the south. | 

In lamenting the death of Mrs. Woodrow 
Wilson, Mrs. Hammond brings out the in- 
teresting fact that the physical collapse of 
the president’s wife and her consequent 
death was due very largely “to her tireless 
efforts for human betterment.” And one 
of the most notable features of her labor 
for mankind was her work in trying to 
elevate the standard of negro citizenship so 
that more of the race might be good citizens 
instead of bad criminals. 

Mrs. Wilson inherited this from the ante- 
bellum days of the old plantation when the 
mistress of the “big house” charged herself 
with the responsibility, not only of caring 
for the health of the slaves, but more par- 
ticularly with the important function of 


training them both industrially and morally. 
Many a southern mistress in those days 
conducted her slave Sunday school class 
on Sunday morning, and ‘much of the best 
there was in the slavery system came from 
the relationship established between the 
noble women of the south and those for 
whose training, mentally and morally, she 
assumed responsibility. 

And it was thie relationship that so 
touched the heart and held the loyalty of 
the slaves that, when the men of the south 
were on the field of battle, their wives and 
children were left to the safe and tender 
keeping of the slaves, against whose very 
liberty they were fighting. 

No wonder, therefore, that a bill intro- 
duced at the present session of the legis- 
lature making it unlawful for a white per- 
son to teach a negro in this state was lost 
without being given even serious consid- 
eration. 

If the white people of the south are 
not to teach the negroes how to be better 
citizens—if they are not to teach the rank 
and file of that race that it is far better 
for them to follow the channels of peaceful, 
law abiding activity, than to expend their 
energies and waste their efforts in filling 
our’ jails and our penitentiaries—then, in 
God’s name, who is to teach this lesson? 

The white people, more than any one 
else, are interested in elevating the stand- 
ard of negro citizenship—in making them 
good citizens instead of criminals, because 
it is the white people who are menaced 
most by the racial debauchery which can 
best be lessened by the better example of 
the more advanced. race. 

We are spending millions for Christian 
work in Asia, and for teaching the Hotten- 
tots in the heart of Africa, and yet right 
here around us are a horde of Hottentots, 
and every one dollar spent toward bringing 
them closer to the standard of civilization 
will bring better results than a thousand 
dollars sent to the middle of Africa. 

No one knew of these conditions better 
than Mrs. Woodrow Wilson, a noble south- 
ern woman, every fiber of whose veins waa 
dominated by southern tradition and south 
ern sentiment. 

If more of our good women were to take 
closer to heart the benefits to be wrought 
by the good work she was doing when cut 
down bv the relentless hand of Providence. 
the standard of our whole citizenship would 
be elevated, our white people would be very 
largely relieved of the burden of prosecut- 
ing and caring for criminal negroes, and 
our jails would be less crowded.

SOUTHERN WAR CLAIMS. 


For many years past congress has been 
referring claims arising from the civil war 
to the court of claims for trial and report 
as to the precise facts of each case. Every 


representing the government. Presumably, 
if the facts of the claim are found to be 
such as to give rise to an obligation on 
the part of the government, the claim is 
to be paid by congress. 

These claims are gathered together 
from time to time in what are termed 
“omnibus claims bills.””’ Such bills became 
laws in 1891, 1899, 1902 and 1905. 

Nearly ten years have elapsed since 
any appropriation has been 
ment of these claims. In the sixtieth, six- 
ty-first and sixty-second congresses, bills 
for payment of these claims passed’ one 
or both houses of congress, but on account 
of dissensions relating to claims of other 
classes, none of those bills were finally 
enacted. It so happened that in each of 


thus leaving very little time for adjust- 
ment of any differences between the senate 
and the house. 

Immediately on the convening of the 
present session of congress, last December, 
a bill for payment of the war claims allowed 
by the court of claims was reported favor- 
ably by Representative Gregg, of Texas, 
the chairman of the war claims committee. 
The report was authorized by the unani- 
mous vote of that committee, on which the 
ranking republican member was Repre- 
sentative Plumley, of Vermont. 

That bill was passed’ by the house on 
December 15. Ever since December the 
bill has heen. pending in the senate. 

On March. 20, the. bill- was favorably 
reported by the senate committee on 
claims, acting by its chairman, Senator 
Bryan, of Florida. 

As reported, many amendments were 
proposed, the adoption of which by the 
senate will doubtless require. the bill to 
| be sent to a conference. In other words,

} passage of the bill by the senate, as re- 


ported, will not mean that the bill will 
forthwith go to the president for approval. 
Conferees from both senate and house must 
be appointed, must meet and agree on the 
final form of the bill, and the conference 
report must be agreed to by senate and 
house before the bill goes to the president. 
These steps all take considerable time. 

Unless this bill is passed by the senate 
before the close of the present session of 
congress, it means that these various steps. 
including consideration of the bill by the 
senate, will be thrown over to the short 
session of next winter. That session will 
begin December 7, and will end March 4, 
1915. It will have only about sixty work- 
ing days, and during its existence all the 
regular appropriation bills must be dis- 
posed of. 

The delay on* this measure until next 


winter will endanger its final enactment, | 


and failure of enactment will stand as one 
more monument to senatorial delay. 

For Georgia, the bill carries the claims 
of churches and similar organizations, as 
well as claims of individuals whose prop- 
erty was taken for army use, those in- 
terested aggregating a large number of 
citizens of the state. Several Georgia 
claims have been proposed to be added to 
the bill by the senate claims committee. 

Among those of direct interest to At- 
lanta may be noted the claim of St. 
Philip’s Episcopal church, ‘of this city; that 
of the Masonic hall trustees of this city, 
and estate of Solomon Landis, formerly of 
Atlanta. 

Although it has been stated by way 
of explanation of the failure of the senate 
to consider this bill which has been on 
the calendar since March 20, that there 
has been no time for its consideration, this 
explanation appears scarcely satisfactory, 
when it is remembered that some twenty 
omnibus private pension bills have been 
considered and passed, all of which were 
reported after the war claims bill was 
placed on the calendar, some containing 
hundreds of pension claims. These private 
pension bills were considered hecause of 
the earnest and determined insistence of 
northern senators. 

While this bill includes claims from 
forty-three different states and the District 
of Columbia, it is needless to say that the 
bulk of the money would be distributed 
to individual claimants ‘and, to churches 
and other organizations in the southern 
states. The bill carries nearly $2,000,000. 
and the south as a whole is much con- 
cerned in its enactment. 

For years past the southern claimants 
have been told that the claims remained 
unpaid, after being favorably reported by 
the court of claims, because of disinclina- 
tion on part of the republican party to send 
any money into the south. Those interested 
will await some adequate explanation from 
their representatives if the bill again fails 
under existing political conditions.

Cotton Plan in Thomasville. 


(From The Thomasville Times-Enterprise,) 

The plan of the Thomasville banks to 
finance the cotton crop for the farmers of 
this immediate section will mean more than 
will appear possible at first glance. The 
general opinion is that farmers should hold 
their cotton until the market is settled and 
the price has been fixed at the rate which 
will ultimately prevail. The farmers are 
unable to hold their cotton unless they re- 
ceive assistance from the banks, to whom 
they aie indebted. 

The Thomasville banks will allow six 
cents per pound on cotton warehouse re- 
ceipts and will hold the cotton as long as 
the farmer desires, at the usual rate of in- 
terest. This means that the farmer can 
get a loan on his cotton and hold it until 
he deems it wise to sell. It will prove of 
inestimable benefit to the farmér direct and 
is a movement which should be heartily 
appreciated and every possible farmer 
should take advantage of it. 


Mrs. Wilson’s Death 
Dae to Her Overwork 
In Cause of Humanity 


Editor Constitution: It is officially stated 
that Mrs. Wilson's death was largely due 
to her tireless efforts for human betterment, 
especially among southern mountaineers anf 
in the slums of Washington: but it Is not 
widely known that her greatest fight, that 
against the Washington slums, a fight crown- 
ed with success only on her deathbed, was 
waged by this Christian southern woman in 
behalf of the negroes. 

The writer was tnvited to Washington 
last November to sneak before the ,housing 
committee of the National Civic Federation 
on the housing of slum negroes in the south. 
It was as a member of this committee that 
Mrs. Wilson undertook her campaign against 
the Washington alleys, and as the guest of 
the committee’s chairman the writer was 
taken through many of the alleys, and was 
given a full history of the campaign. 

Most of the alleys are “blind,” opening 
from wider alleys, running back of the 
street houses, and invisible to policemen on 
the streets. They shelter many thousands 
of negroes, and are not only a menace to 
health, but are almost prohibitive of moral- 
ity or decency in those doomed to grow up 
in them. 

For twenty véars social workers have been 
trying to abolish them, but until this south- 
ern woman came to the white house practi- 
cally nothing was accomplished. Soon after 
her arrival in Washington she visited them, 
and became at once an active member of the 
housing committee. She carried through the 
slums, in her own automobile, many senators 
and congressmen whom she won to a sup- 
port of the cause she had made her own. 
A ‘bill was prepared to abolish the alleys in 
ten vears, one-tenth being condemned each 
year, and their place being taken by minor 
streets and by playgrounds The bill was 
heartily approved by the president, and was 
introduced at the beginning of the regular 
session of congress last fall. Though back- 
ed by the housing committee of the National 
Civie Federation. of which she was a member, 
it was knolwn as “Mes. Wilson's bill’ and 
as such was passed, a few hours before her 
death, tn response to her dying request. 

At the meeting of the housing committee 
above referred to, Mrs. Wilson was present, 
and after adjournment she talked at length 
to the writer, also a southern woman, in 
regard to her convictions about the negroes. 
Her mother and grandmother, both slave- 
owners, taught her from childhood, she said, 
that the uplift of the negroes was the espe- 
Cilal duty of southern white Christians. So 
strongly did herself believe this that 
when, as a girl, she went to New 
York to study art, she chose as her church 
work during the years ehe wars there the 
teaching of a class in a negro Sunday school. 
“If I had not been a southern eirl,”’ she said 
to me, “I would have chosen some other 
kind of work, but being a southerner I felt 
it my duty to do something for colored peo- 
ple I have never changed my conviction 
at this point.” 

As the wife of the president she worked 
for the white poor of the south, ‘being active- 
ly engaged in efforts to develop industries 
for mountain women, to promote the sale of 
their handicraft, and to encourage education 
among them. Her heart was no less with 
her own people for recognizing her obligation 
to the weaker race. A true southerner, she 
believed, as do both whites and blacks in 
the south, in the social separation of the 
races, but she also felt her obligation as a 
Christian to all the poor of the land. re- 
gardless of race. She saw, under the neces- 
sary social and racial separateness, a human 
oneness of all races which compelled her. 
as a follower of Jesus Christ, to serve, so 
far as ehe could, the needs of all. :

With a law to admit foreign-built ships 
to registry in this country, we will become 
the world's greatest maritime nation. We 
say our exports exceed in value our imports, 
and so they do, but we pay more than the 
difference to foreign vessels to carry our 
commerce. ; 

Cotton will only depreciate In price if 
we try to sell it to former foreign customers 
who now cannot manufacture it. The vajue 
of cotton today is greater than before the 
war commenced because Europe's supply of 
raw and manufactured cotton will be large- 
ly destroyed. 

We can now test our new currency sys- 
tem, and the government should valorize and 
temporarily store cotton as Brazil does 
coffee. 

The closing of the European cotton fac- 
tories will necessitate the utmost activity 
of the American manufactories and cause 
the building of many additional factories. 

This is another blessing to the country, 
and particularly to the south. Every bale of 
cotton shipped to Europe for manufacture 
leaves in this country $650, and gives to 
Europe $450. One million bales of cotton 
manufacturind in the United States are 
worth $500,000,000, and as much as 10,000,000 
bales exported. 

The United States will have greater pros- 
perity and a more rapid industrial, commer- 
cial and agricultural expansion than ever 
before approxitmmated. 

_It is regrettable that this is to come be- 
cause of the losses of other countries, but 
that fact will not warrant our refusing the 
opportunity. 

The new currency system will allow the 
United States to furnish all the capital nec- 
essary to provide for the rapid expansion, 
the purchase of the merchant marine, the 
valorization of cotton and lumber, and any 
other tax on the financial resources of the 
country. 

To buy our products, Europe must use 
her credit. So great will its debt to us be- 
come that for the next fifty years the United 
States will largely dictate the world policies. 

Last, from the ashes of the holocaust will 
arise the pervading aroma of the world dom- 
ination of democratic principles. 

Who knows but we may he near the 
dawn of the millennium?

August 11.—Mrs. Wood- 
raw Wilson, wife of the nation's presi- 
dent, was buried at Myrtle Hill ceme- 
tery here today.

she lived as a girl. Tonight the presi- 
dent was speeding eastward on his re- 
turn to Washington. 

Although thousands of visitors came 
to Rome today to do honor to the mem- 
ory of Mrs. Wilson, a Sabbath-like quiet 
was maintained. The spécial force of 
police, augmented by members of the 
Georgia national guard, found little to 
do beyond warning traffic from the 
streets through which the procession 


passed. 
Funeral Bells Tolled. 

It was exactly 2:30 p. m. when the 
president's special arrived, and a few 
minutes later the casket, covered with 
gray broadcloth and surmounted by a 
single wreath of flowers, was lifted 
from the funeral car by eight of Mrs. 
Wilson's cousins and borne to the 
hearse. <As the train steamed slowly 
into the station, church bells through- 
out the city were tolled solemnly. A 
wide space had been cleared about the 
station, and the thousands of people 
assembled there stood back respectfully, 
fearful lest they should break into the 
sorrow of the family. Those who bore 
the casket were Edward T. Brown, At- 
lanta: Robert M. Hoyt, Wade C. Hoyt, 
and Nathan Hoyt, Rome; B. P. Axson, 
Savannah: Randolph Axson and Ed- 
ward T. Brown, Jr. and Frank C. 
Gilreath, Atlanta. - 

The president, followed by Secretary 
and Mrs. McAdoo, Mr. and Mrs. Sayre, 
Miss Wilson, Professor Axson and oth- 
er near relatives and members of the 


party, quickly left the train and en- 
tered their carriages. The procession 
then moved through black-draped 
streets to the First Presbyterian 
church. 

More than 800 relatives and friends 
of the Wilson and Axson families were 
already gathered in the quaint little 
church which Mrs. Wilson used to at- 
tend when her father, Rev. Edward 
S. Axson, was pastor there. The church 
was draped in black, with entertwined 
wreaths of white flowers. On one 
wall was a white marble tablet to the 
memory of Mrs. Wilson’s father. Banks 
of flowers were piled high about the 
catafalque upon which the casket was 
placed. 

Rev. G. G. Sydnor Officiates. 

As the president entered, following 
the casket, Chopin’s funeral march was 
played softly upon the organ. A simple, 
short service was conducted by Rev. G. 
G. Sydnor, the local pastor. The presi- 
dent, his daughters, Secretary McAdoo 
and Mr. Sayre occupied the front pew 
in the center, and back of them were 
other members of the family, Dr. Gray- 
zon and Secretary Tumulty. Two old- 
fashioned hymns, girlhood favorites of 
Mrs. Wilson, were sung by the church 
choir. Rev. Dr. Sydnor then read 
briefly from the Scriptures and spoke 
of the beauty and charity of Mrs. Wi}- 
eon's life and character. 

As soon as the church service was 
ended the casket was carried to the 
waiting hearse and ths short journey 
to Myrtle Hill cemetery was begun. 
School girls, dressed in white and hold- 
ing aloft laurel branches, stood In line 
along either side of the streets through 
which the procession vassed. Behind 
them were thousands cf people, with 
bared heads bowed, silent and sorrow- 
ful. The entire city was draped in 
funereal black in honor of the sad oc- 
casion. 

Downpour Drenches Cortege. 

The cortege was close to the ceme- 
tery when rain began to fall. The 
storm rapidly grew worse, the down- 
pour soon becoming torrential. A tent 
erected over the grave gave partial 
shelter to the little family group, but 
the thousands of people who came to 
witness the burial were without pro- 
tection.

As the hushed voice of the 
preacher read the burial service, the 
president’s form was visibly shaken 
by his strong emotion, and the tears 
streamed unchecked down his cheeks. 
Others of the party wept silently, 
softly. When the final benediction 
was pronounced the president slowly 
returned to his carriage. His eyes 
were as those of one dazed, but his 
step was firm and his face was stern 
and set. 
Passed Girlhood Home. 


After the casket was lowered to its 
final resting place and the-grave filled, 
vast heaps of flowers, the tribute of 
the nation, were piled high over the 
tomb. 

On the way to the cemetery the pro- 
cession passed the house where Mrs. 
Wilson lived as a girl, and another 
spot, above the banks of the Etowah 
river where tradition has it that she 
promised to become the future presi- 
dent’s bride. Nearby was a statue to 
the women of the south, the inscrip- 
tion on which was written by the 
president a few years ago. On every 
side were scenes which recalled vividly 
to him the days of his young man- 
hood and sweet memories of her who 
now lies in a grave in her old home. 

Within less than four hours from the 
hour the funeral train arrived, the 
president and his party were once more 
on board their special cars, and the 
return journey was begun. 

President Wilsen remained by the 
grave of his wife until the casket had 
been completely covered with concrete 
and steel. At the head of the grave 
there stands a plain white stone, bear- 
ing the name of Mrs. Wilson’s father 
and mother. It is understood that the 
president will later have a larger 
monument erected. 

As the president

prices at which foodstuffs are being 
sold. 

An investigation whether the prices 
are justified will-be begun by a Chicago 
council committee, which, according to 
its chairman, will meet with state offi- 
cials, heads of civic organizations, ex- 
pert economists and representatives of 
wholesale and retail dealers.
